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Library threatened with closure 4 years ago turns 50

A community-run library has cel¬ 
ebrated its 50th anniversary with 
tea and cake, just four years after 
being threatened with closure. 

Stoneleigh Library was forced 
to appeal for volunteers to run it 
after Surrey County Council voted 
to get rid of most of the full-time 
staff at the library in The Broad¬ 
way in 2011. 

The plan for Stoneleigh and 
other libraries was to try to save 
£300,000 a year across the county 


But a group of determined vol¬ 
unteers formed the Friends of 
Stoneleigh Library in response to 
the scaling back of council sup¬ 
port, and today about 70 members 
give up their time in shifts to en¬ 
sure the doors remain open. 

Stoneleigh Library was official¬ 
ly opened on April 23,1966, by the 
then-mayor of Epsom and Ewell, 
and on Saturday, the Friends of 
Stoneleigh Library held a 50th 
birthday party. 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom 
and Ewell, presented the library 
with a framed aerial photograph 
of Stoneleigh, and tea and cake 
were served. 


An exhibition chronicling the 
history of the area was on dis¬ 
play, including photos from the 
library’s opening in 1966. 

Diana Kay, chairwoman of the 
friends group, said: “I am delight¬ 
ed that Stoneleigh Library is alive 
and well and this is a fact that we 
all need to celebrate. 

“Four years ago it was an¬ 
nounced that the library was di¬ 
agnosed as terminally ill or ‘no 
longer viable or failing’ according 
to Surrey County Council. 

“The people in Stoneleigh re¬ 
fused to accept the diagnosis 
and disagreed with the prog¬ 
nosis because the tests and 


measurements used did not reflect 
the true value of the library to the 
community.” 

Friends of Stoneleigh Library 
manage the day-to-day run¬ 
ning, while a librarian from the 
county council handles its 
administration. 

Ms Kay says this support has 
allowed her team of volunteers to 
engage more with the community 
they serve. 

The library teaches the history 
of Stoneleigh to year 6 pupils from 
Meadow Primary School, offers 
work experience to Nescot College 
students, and offers a place for 
people to meet.

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Sentencing 
date set for 
burglars 


THE sentencing of a bun¬ 
gling burglary trio has been 
set after a failed robbery of a 
Leatherhead jewellery store 
by a man in drag and another 
in a bicycle helmet. 

Ryan Valentine, wearing a 
long black wig, a black skirt 
and a pair of dark sunglass¬ 
es, and carrying a hand¬ 
bag, and Raymond Price, 
who wore a bicycle helmet, 
attempted to rob Cradlers 
House jewellers in Leather- 
head High Street. 

They made their brazen 
raid on February 19, just as 
David Dyer, 59, and Frazer 
Wilson, 24, were preparing to 
shut up shop for the evening. 

But the police were called 
and bicycle-helmet-wearing 
Price was arrested in the 
store, while accomplice Val¬ 
entine fled in his skirt, only 
to be picked up two days lat¬ 
er. 

Valentine, 39, of Carlton 
Road, Walton-on-Thames, 
admitted having a fake gun 
with intent to commit a 
crime, and Paula Jones, 29, 
of Thames Mead, admitted 
assisting an offender. 

They pleaded guilty to the 
charges at Guildford Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Price, 45, from also from 
Thames Mead, Walton-on- 
Thames, had pleaded guilty 
to possession of a fake gun 
with intent to commit a se¬ 
rious offence at a hearing on 
March 23 at Guildford Crown 
Court. 

They will be sentenced on 
Thursday, May 19. 

Speaking at the time, Chel¬ 
sea Phillips, 21, who works at 
Superdrug across the High 
Street from the jewellers, 
described how she called the 
police. 

She said that at least two 
passers-by stopped to take 
photographs through the 
window. 

She said: “One bloke liter¬ 
ally stopped outside while it 
was going on, took a picture 
through the window on his 
phone and then walked off 
again. 

“Some people helped and 
we rang the police but I just 
couldn’t believe the people 
who did nothing.” 

Other shop owners on the 
High Street spoke of their 
shock, saying it was a rare 
occurrence in Leatherhead. 

Cradlers House Jewellers 
is a traditional jewellers 
which specialises in wom¬ 
en’s necklaces, bangles and 
rings, which are displayed 
in cabinets throughout the 
store. 


Services ‘may have to be moved’

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MANY medical services in 
Sutton and Epsom will have 
to be moved if a Government 
grant for money to build new 
hospital buildings at Epsom 
and St Helier is successful. 

Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust 
chief executive Daniel Elke- 
les told a Sutton Council 
scrutiny committee meeting 
on Wednesday, April 13, that 
should the Trust get half a 
billion pounds from the gov¬ 
ernment to build new hospi¬ 
tal facilities some services 


may have to be reallocated. 

He said: “The biggest prob¬ 
lem we’ve got is this: our 
buildings are really poor. 
“And when you are thinking 
about what you will do to 
change services to make it fi¬ 
nancially and clinically sus¬ 
tainable, one of the things 
you factor in is the state of 
the buildings. 

“So, our determination as 
a Trust is that we come up 
with a solution to our build¬ 
ings, which is clinically and 
financially viable for our or¬ 
ganisation so that we never 
get back into services that 
could be taken away from us. 

“We want to put on the 
table ‘here is a brilliant an¬ 


swer’ for the residents in 
Sutton and Epsom that says 
you can have fantastic acute 
hospital services that are 
affordable on the NHS and 
deliver high quality and have 
them in lovely buildings.” 

Mr Elkeles added the Trust 
would review the duplication 
and positioning of some ser¬ 
vices and said: “That’s the 
position we want, but that 
is going to mean services in 
their current configuration 
can’t stay in their current 
configuration. Something 
has to change to enable us to 
benefit our catchment area.” 

But Dave Ash, a founding 
member of Keep Our St Heli¬ 
er Hospital, told the Epsom

Guardian he was sceptical 
and concerned about what 
a redistribution of services 
would mean for patients. 

He said: “Any service that 
was kept open after another 
closed would need double the 
capacity, but I’m not hearing 
anything about that. 

“I would love to have new, 
lovely buildings, but that 
does not automatically make 
them safer. 

“In fact after we were told 
that Epsom and St Helier 
were some of the worst build¬ 
ings for delivering safe care 
Mr Elkeles said it had never 
been safer and that we were 
one of the safest hospitals in 
London.”

RESIDENTS of Epsom and 
Ewell will see more officers on 
the street despite central Gov¬ 
ernment cuts to police jobs and 
funding, the borough’s neigh¬ 
bourhood inspector said. 

Surrey Police launched ‘Po¬ 
licing in Your Neighbourhood’ 
(PIYN) this month, an overhaul 
of how police forces across the 
country operate and respond to 
the changing nature of crime. 

Epsom and Ewell borough in¬ 
spector Jackie Elkins describes 
it as a more “cost-effective” and 
collaborative approach to polic¬ 
ing. 

She said: “Funding is down 
and demand is up, so we have to 
look at more cost-effective ways 
to do policing. 

“Conservative cuts to police 
forces means Surrey Police must 
save £25million by 2019. 

“To make this saving, the force 
plans to remove 234 civilian 
staff posts and 32 police officers 
during this period, and will also 
be merging its human resources 


and finance departments with 
Sussex Police as well as sharing 
its dog and helicopter sections. 

“To offset these cuts, officers 
will be borough-based, with each 
ward having its own police com¬ 
munity support officer to deal 
with criminal issues. 

Insp Elkins said the public 
will see more police presence 
with more officers patrolling the 
area, which should be better for 


local people. 

She said: “The officers will 
have that local knowledge about 
who is committing crimes and 
the places that are experiencing 
issues that need to be sorted out. 

“Victims will have continuity 
of care: If they go to court the of¬ 
ficer will go with them and they 
will know that officer.”

THE head of biology at a 
£9,650-a-term Leatherhead 
boarding school who helped 
students cheat on their AS 
and A-levels and then asked 
them to lie about it has been 
banned from teaching. 

Mark Lotsu, 37, who was 
head of biology at St John’s 
School in Leatherhead, ad¬ 
mitted he gave pupils revi¬ 
sion sheets and answers for 
AS and A-level Biology tests 
and coursework last year. 

He also admitted allowing 
pupils to correct or re-write 
answers onto photocopied 
pages which he then re-sta¬ 
pled back into their original 
scripts, a report by the Na¬ 
tional College for Teaching 
and Leadership states. 

Mr Lotsu also confessed to 
asking pupils not to tell any¬ 
one that he had given them 
revision sheets. 

Exam body the Assess¬ 
ment and Qualifications 


Alliance (AQA) questioned 
him in June last year follow¬ 
ing concerns that pupils had 
seen the marking guidelines 
before taking exams. 

The board concluded that 
Mr Lotsu had provided im¬ 
proper assistance in August 
2015. 

He had resigned on Sep¬ 
tember 17 last year, one day 
before the school found him 


guilty of gross misconduct. 

Mr Lotsu was a biology 
teacher and head of biolo¬ 
gy at the boarding school in 
Epsom Road, Leatherhead, 
between September 2010 and 
September 2015. 

He claimed he was “under 
pressure to achieve continu¬ 
ous improvement in the pu¬ 
pils’ grades”. 

He was indefinitely 


banned from teaching in any 
school, sixth form college, 
youth accommodation or 
children’s home in England 
on Thursday, April 14. The 
AQA recommended a two- 
year ban, but the National 
College for Teaching and 
Leadership chose to extend 
the period before he could 
appeal for the banning order 
to be removed to three years.

TRAVELLERS have left the for¬ 
mer dairy crest site in Epsom af¬ 
ter being served with an eviction 
notice. 

Supermarket giant Aldi - 
which owns the site in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Epsom - served the 
notice on Wednesday evening 
after the travellers’ arrival the 
evening before. 

Surrey Police confirmed the 
group had moved on of their 
own accord at about 10pm on 
April 13. 

Cars and caravans were seen 
entering the site on Tuesday 
night. 

Some residents were quick to 
express their fears about noise 
and vandalism. 

One resident who wrote to the 
Epsom Guardian, said: “We have 
travellers who have broken in, 
cut chains and set up generators 
with kids screaming and dogs 
barking at 11pm, attempting to 
vandalise security cameras.” 

The supermarket chain’s 
plans for a new retail store and 


six residential flats to be built 
on the site were unanimously 
rejected by Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee on April 7. 

A spokesman from Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council advised 
that under the Criminal Justice 
and Public Order Act 1994, po¬ 
lice may only activate their pow¬ 
ers to force travellers to leave if 
certain conditions are met. 


The police must be satisfied 
that two or more people are 
trespassing on the land, and the 
landowner has tried, and failed, 
to make them leave. 

A Surrey Police spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Our involvement has 
been minimal in this but the 
travellers at the site were served 
with an eviction notice by the 
landowner and have since left 
the site of their own accord.”

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Case of arsonist who torched lorries halted 
while hunt for potential witness continues

THE SENTENCING of an ex¬ 
drug addict who torched a fam¬ 
ily-run haulage yard in Epsom 
causing £1.5m of damage has 
been adjourned. 

Carl Richardson, 35, pleaded 
guilty to two counts of arson on 
March 17, and was supposed to 
be sentenced at Kingston Crown 
Court on Friday, April 15. 

A £15,000 reward was offered 
after Penwarden Haulage in 
College Road was torched in 
October 2015. 

Nine of 22 lorries in the yard 
were burnt beyond repair. 

A Premier Skips lorry parked 
at the site was also burned and 
suffered irreparable damage. 

CCTV footage showed two 
hooded men, believed to be aged 
between 20 and 30, breaking into 
the front of the haulage yard at 
3.32am on Saturday, October 3. 

The pair are seen trying to 
open the lorries before throwing 
bricks at the windows and an ob¬ 
ject that sets the vehicles alight. 

They then fled at 4.15am be¬ 
fore firefighters arrived. 

Residents reported being wok¬ 
en up by “horrendous” flames 
and “loud bangs” from exploding 
tyres. 

At the time Detective Consta¬ 
ble Karen Scholey said: “This 
was a dangerous and despicable 
act which caused an enormous 
loss to the company.” 

And Luke Penwarden, trans¬ 
port manager of the family 


business said he could not im¬ 
agine why someone would target 
the company 

He said: “We’re not the sort of 
firm to upset people. In 25 years 
we have not upset anyone. 

“I just don’t know why some¬ 
one would do this. 

“We are definitely going to be 
very secured from now on. No 
one will be able to get in again.” 

Richardson, who initially gave 
an address of Leatherhead, was 
first arrested on November 24 
and bailed. 

He skipped bail and an 


appeal was put out by police. 
Richardson was then arrested 
and charged on December 22. 

Judge Andrew Campbell ad¬ 
journed the sentencing until 
May 5 while a potential witness, 
who is said to be able to give 
mitigating evidence, is tracked 
down. 

In a pre-sentence interview, 
Richardson claimed he was in¬ 
timidated into the attack after 
falling heavily in debt to a gang. 

He claims he was beaten up 
before and after torching the 10 
lorries.

A CHESSINGTON woman, born 
in Kingston and fostered until 
the age of 10, has produced an 
autobiography of her experi¬ 
ences living in the borough com¬ 
piled from meticulously kept 
diaries.

our county status. Now we are 
just part of the urban sprawl. 

“Councillor Margaret Thomp¬ 
son came round to talk to me be¬ 
cause I got so angry about what 
they are trying to do to Chessing¬ 
ton Golf Club. 

“I think it’s the most ridicu¬ 
lous thing I’ve heard.” 

Kingstonian announced plans 
to build a new stadium on Chess¬ 
ington Golf Centre earlier this 
year. 

Of her own life she said: “At 
nine months old I was fostered 
in Merton. 


“I lived with them until I was 
10 . 

“Then they asked my parents 
for more money as they need¬ 
ed to buy a school uniform and 
they [her parents] refused to give 
them any extra money so they 
[her parents] came one night and 
took me away in the night.” 

Mrs Saxon has previously 
published a book of poetry titled 
A Woman’s Reflections in Poetry, 
but thought her second publica¬ 
tion should tell the tale of her 
life. 

The book details everything 
from birth onwards, her mem¬ 
ories of being fostered and dis¬ 
covering she had family that she 
never knew she had. 

Mrs Saxon said: “I was 42 
when I was working at Smith 
Industries Aviation on the A3, 
coming back from lunch one day 
and the reception called up for 
me and said there’s a gentleman 
in reception to see you. 

“I went down to see him and 
he got up and put out his hands 
and said I’m your brother.” 

Mrs Saxon is an avid reader 
and gardener. 

She has been a chef, worked 
in electronics and belongs to the 
Women’s Institute.

Kathryn Sargent becomes first woman to open store there

A MASTER tailor who learnt 
her trade in Epsom has become 
the first woman to open her own 
store on London’s historic Savile 
Row 

Kathryn Sargent, 41, stud¬ 
ied fashion at the University of 
Creative Arts’ Epsom campus, 
and after years honing her craft, 
opened her own store at 37 Savile 
Row on April 6. 

Ms Sargent, who now lives in 
Ealing, west London, said: “I am 
thrilled to be making history, al¬ 
though for me being a woman is 
incidental, I am a tailor first and 
foremost.” 

Originally from Leeds, Ms 
Sargent studied at UCA’s Epsom 
campus between 1994 and 1997. 

It was during this time that 
she found her inspiration for her 
final collection in her degree, 
which earned her an award at 
the college’s Graduate Fashion 
Week. 

Ms Sargent said: “Before I 
came to UCA I had never even 
used a sewing machine. 


“All the other students on my 
course were studying womens- 
wear, but I liked the craft of pat¬ 
tern cutting behind a good suit.” 

Ms Sargent started as an ap¬ 
prentice trimmer at Savile Row 
tailor Gieves and Hawkes after 
graduation, and was appoint¬ 
ed as head cutter there in 2009 
- becoming the first woman to 
achieve this position on the May- 
fair street. 


Savile Row was home to the 
headquarters of the Royal Ge¬ 
ographical Society in the late 
nineteenth and early twenti¬ 
eth century, but is more widely 
known for being a hub for be¬ 
spoke tailors.

Battle of the Somme

A BIKE ride commemorating 
a heroic charge at the Bat¬ 
tle of the Somme in 1916 will 
pass through Epsom later this 
month, featuring period bicy¬ 
cles and uniforms and a replica 
of a famous football. 

The ride will go between regi¬ 
mental chapels at Guildford and 
Kingston, stopping off at Epsom 
Clock Tower at 4pm on Friday 
29 April, where it will be met by 
Epsom and Ewell Mayor, Chris 
Frost. 

Captain Wilfred ‘Billie’ Nev- 
ill, tasked with leading his men 
over the top on the first day of 
the famous battle on 1 July 1916, 
decided to use footballs to take 
his men’s minds off their fate. 

His company of soldiers from 
the East Surrey Regiment punt¬ 
ed the balls ahead of them - ac¬ 
counts differ as to whether two 
or four balls were involved - as 
they charged across No Man’s 
Land. 

One of the footballs, incredi¬ 
bly, survived. 

A replica of the ball is to be

the centrepiece of the bike ride, 
organised by historical re-en¬ 
actors the 10th Essex Regiment 
who will wear WWI uniforms 
and ride vintage bicycles. 

David Brooks of the Bourne 
Hall Museum in Ewell, where 
the ball will spend the night 
after it is greeted by the may¬ 
or, explained Captain Neville’s 
motivation. 

He said: “It was his way of 
taking his men’s mind off what 
they were to face, and it must 
have worked because the men 


followed and took the enemy 
position.” 

Captain Nevill - two weeks to 
the day before his 22nd birthday 
- was killed in the attack, but 
died a hero. 

The Battle of the Somme 
would go on to become one of 
the bloodiest battles in human 
history, with over one million 
people wounded or killed. 

After the ride, the ball will 
be taken to the battlefield and 
kicked between the sites of the 
English and German trenches.

Carole Charge, technical and 
compliance director at Leaders, 
says: "The new ruling is great news 
as it can have a positive impact on 
both landlords and tenants, not to 
mention the environment. 

"Tenants now have a viable way 
to drive down their energy bills by 
making homes more efficient, while 
landlords will benefit from happier 
tenants and a more energy-friendly 
property in the long run. 

"It also allows us to help our 
landlords make the most of the 
new legislation, as we will deal 
with all requests from tenants 
living in properties we manage. 


We will also ensure our landlords 
take advantage of any available 
government funding schemes they 
may be eligible for." 

A recent survey by the National 
Landlords Association (NLA) found 
35 per cent of tenants said they 
consider the energy efficiency of a 
property before deciding on where 
to live. As such, a greener home can 
be easier to let and could achieve a 
higher rent. 

Carole adds: "A comfortable 
property that generates lower fuel 
bills is likely to be more attractive to 
tenants. People may also be keener 
to stay in such a home for longer, 
which in turn will reduce v 
oid periods. 

"Our advice to landlords is to 
be open to the idea of all energy¬ 
saving projects, particularly as m 
any can be completed with only a 
minor upfront cost."

A Wimbledon writer has adapted her own critically- 
acclaimed mystery romance novel into a feature 
film starring Mission Impossible Rogue Nation's 
Rebecca Ferguson and Charles Dance. 

Shamim Sarif's 2004 novel Despite the Falling 
Snow is about a female spy in Cold War Russia 
in 1959 who falls in love with an idealistic 
politician and leads to a mystery which only he 
can unravel in 1990s New York. 

The author took a year to write the book, 
which was praised by critics, after being 
inspired by the idea of two people thinking 
about the world in completely different ways. 
It is the third of her own novels that 
Shamim has adapted for the big screen 
under the banner of the Kingston-based 
company which she runs with producer 
wife Hanan Kattan. 

She said: "I have always wanted to 
work in film and be a novelist. 

"My first experience working in 
Hollywood optioning a script was 
not a great experience. They asked 
me to compromise quite severely, 
putting love scenes into a story of 
unrequited love. 

I "It was really what gave me and 
my wife Hanan the impetus to set 
up our own production company, 
Enlightenment Productions, and 
see if we can do it independently. 
"It has been really tough but it 


has been rewarding as well." 

She added: "It is a huge challenge. It is like climbing a 
mountain and you never know if you are going to get to the top 
but you have to keep going." 

Not blessed with the kind of budget of a big studio flick, 
Shamim and Hanan nevertheless managed to attract a stellar 
cast, which includes Ferguson and Dance. Even the soundtrack is 
star-tinged, with chart topper Ella Henderson featuring. 

Shamim said: "They are all being offered very big Hollywood 
movies all the time so it was really on the strength of the story 
that they came on board, so that was wonderful. 

"I'm not a writer or director who does things for effect or to be 
cool or to do the latest thing. Despite the Falling Snow is quite a 
classic love story and I wanted it that way, so it was really lovely 
that people responded to the core of it." 

Such is the filmmaking process that pre-production and 
post-production both took months to complete but the shoot 
itself was a tense 36-day affair in Serbia. 

Shamim said: "It was quite a brutal time to shoot. I'm up 
from 5am to 10pm and it's a tough schedule and you just run on 
adrenaline." 

She added: "When you are filming, everything is so busy and 
stressed and you are problem solving all the time and you don't 
take time to enjoy it. 

"I remember a moment where Rebecca and Sam were shooting a 
scene where Katya and Alexander meet for the first time and it is 
probably one of the few scenes that came into the film the same 
way it came out of the book. 

"As I director I was thinking 'wow, that is exactly as I hoped it 
would be'. I thought 'just remember this because you don't get 
those moments very often'." 

Despite the Falling Snow (12A) is out now.
